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ECCC HOOPSTERS PREPARE FOR 
SUCCESSFUL CAMPAIGN 





East Central Community College head basketball coaches 
Crandal Porter and Maurice Bowie are confident they have the 
players in place for a successful 2012-13 campaign. 

Porter, who begins his first year as Lady Warrior head 
coach, comes to EC following a successful career at Newton 
High School, where his girls’ squads captured two state titles 
and the boys’ squad also claimed a state championship. 

Porter inherits a Lady Warrior team that found success late 
in the 2011-12 campaign, as the Bill Smith-led squad over- 
came a 0-11 start to place fourth in the MACJC South Divi- 
sion at 7-5 and qualify for the state playoffs. EC was elimi- 
nated in first-round action and finished 8-15 under Smith, who 
retired and was later named head coach at Choctaw Central 
High School. 

The new Lady Warrior head mentor said he has learned a 
lot about JUCO basketball since taking over the program on 
July 1. 

“The biggest thing for me has been getting acclimated 
to the difference between college and high school,” he said. 
“Most of it has been off the court stuff, with the paperwork, 
financial aid and curfew matters. But there are some on-the- 
court things to learn as well...such as the time clock, length 
of games....when to use your timeouts and when to substitute. 
It’s all a little different.” 

Porter has been busy learning as much as possible regard- 
ing his new challenge. _— 

“I have been calling a lot of people, just to get their views 
on things,” he said. “Of course I will make my own deci- 
sions, but I just wanted to talk to some people who have some 
experience.” . 

Porter said he plans for his Lady Warriors to play a high- 
energy, up-tempo style, which might be a challenge in the 
early goings due to injuries. 

“We had 15 players to begin with, then one transferred and 
a couple of others decided not to play,” he said. “We got down 
to 10 players dressed out and three of them are hurt. They are 
going to be OK, we just don’t know when we will get them all 
back.” ; 

His Lady Warrior team features five sophomores and six 
freshmen. 

Returnees and their respective high schools include 
forwards Ellen Black (6-1) of Scott Central, Reneisha Ev- 
ans (5-11) of Newton County and Jakela Johnson (6-1) of 
West Jones; and guards Xzandra Dowd (5-8) of Neville High 
School in Monroe, La., and Jainah Matthew (5-8) of Arkansas 
High School in Texarkana. 

Newcomers are guards Tyneisa Mickens (5-9) of Noxubee 
County, Taylor Brister (5-2) of Lawrence County, Tyler Hearn 
(5-5) of West Jones, Chelsea Campbell (5-7) of Forest; and 





forwards Nakia Miller (5-10) of Louisville and Niya Hughes 
(5-9) of Forest. 

Maurice Bowie begins his seventh year as Warrior head 
coach. He is depending upon a talented group of sophomores 
to lead the squad to a successful campaign. 

“We have pretty much our whole team returning,” Bowie 
said. “We got a lot of experience last year and built a strong 
foundation. It’s hard to express how much experience mat- 
ters.” 

Bowie hopes “experience” turns into “winning” after last 
year’s squad struggled with a 3-19 mark. 

“T feel good about this team,” he said. “I think we have a 
chance to compete for the South (division title) and host the 
state tournament. That’s what we want to do.” 

Sophomore players and their respective high schools 
include guards TeJiminon Leatherwood (5-7) of Northridge 
(Ala.), Hakeem Wesley (6°) of Newton County; and forwards 
Akeem Toppin (6-5) and Bobby Wrench (6-5), both of Co- 
lumbus; Aquill Baynard (6-8) of Elsik High School, Houston, 
TX, Keivondre Watford (6-5), Tuscaloosa Central and Vodrick 
Lucious (6-6), Tuscaloosa County. 

Wesley returns as the leading scorer, averaging 10 points 
per contest. 

Bowie expects Leatherwood to handle the point from the 
outset. 

“The best thing TJ. has going for him is his experience, 
and I’ve talked to him about using that to his advantage,” 
Bowie said. 

Baynard, who transferred back to EC for his sophomore 
season, is expected to play a major role in the paint, while 
Toppin will also play an inside role for the Warriors. 

Watford is another key returnee for EC. He was recognized 
as one of the top defenders in the MACIJC last season. 

Bowie is also pleased with his newcomers, led by guard 
Chris Rhoney (6-1) of West Lauderdale. 

“IT expect Chris to push for more playing time as he gains 
experience,” said Bowie. “He just doesn’t know the speed of 
the game yet, but that will come.” 

Other freshmen include guards Jamere Eichelberger (6-1) 
of Louisville and Jakaris Coleman (6-1) of Forest Hill, and 
forwards Walter Evans (6-3) of Hattiesburg, Demarcus Clay- 
ton (6-5) of Bay Springs and Tyler Anderson (6-5) of Carver 
Military Academy, Chicago. 

Bowie said for the Warriors to be successful in 2012-13. 
mistakes must be avoided. 

“Last year in the first half of the game playing with all 
those freshmen we had too many turnovers,” he said. “This 
year, we need to turn those turnovers into assists and cut down 
on the mistakes.
